Willkie Leads In 
Campus Poll 


BULLETIN 

Wendell Willkie held a slight 
lead today in a poll conducted 
by the New York Daily News. 
President Roosevelt was ahead 
in the national Gallup poll and 
had a 6 to 5 edge in a straw 
vote sponsored by the Los An- 
geles Examiner. A survey by 
Fortune magazine gives Willkie 
40.2 and Roosevelt 53.3 per cent 
of the national vote. Undecided 
voters number 6.5 per cent. 


Santa Ana will give Wendell 
Willkie a lead in the presidential 
election next Tuesday if results 
of jaysee’s campus poll is an ac- 
curate cross-section of local opin- 
ion. 

That was indicated today when 
a tally of Wednesday’s straw vote 
here gave the Republican candi- 
date a margin of 17 ballots over 
President Roosevelt. 

The vote was 319 to 302. It 
represented 57 per cent of the 
registered students which will 
nearly approximate the actual 
vote cast by qualified electors next 
week, student leaders pointed out. 

A previous poll taken by El Don 
at the Kangaroo court assembly 
on Oct. 22 gave Mr. Willkie a 
majority of 215 to 125, but the 
total of 340 represented the views 
of only 31 per cent of the stu- 
dents. 

From the two polls the only ap- 
parent conclusion that can be 
drawn is that the  President’s 
strength lies in getting out a big 
vote, it was explained.

n Answer To Critics 


\ Lately the favorite pastime of certain adults has 
béen taking oratorical and literary pot-shots at Youth. 
Grouping everyone from 15 to 23 into a neat, homo- 
genous mass, they have blazed merrily away with 
expletives like ‘cowards, softies, ambitionless bums.” 
As a result of this indiscriminate firing, which seems 
to work on the theory that some guilty ones are just 


bound to get hit if enough shooting is done, many 
innocent and surprised bystanders are picking rhetori- 
cal buck-shots out of their skins. 

Admittedly some youths are immoral, some are ap- 
pallingly unaware of the events happening in the 
world, some are cynical and ‘ambitionless. But because 
of them, it isn’t fair to brand the whole category of 
Youth with their characteristics. 

For it would be just as logical for Youth to say that 
adults are the ones who fled from the invasion of 
Martians, who care so little for democracy that only 
a discouraging percentage of them take the trouble 
to vote, who, by their comical behavior, have prevented 
Youth from having any heroes. Naturally that’s un- 
fair. But aren’t many of the adults who condemn 
Youth judging the whole by one of it’s minor parts? 

Most youths have ideals, perhaps too many, con- 
sidering the tenor of the age in which they are reach- 
ing maturity. Far from being cynical, young people are 
the most consistent ‘“fall-guys’” for sentimentality. — 


Youth is pacifistic, but not in the sense that it would 
refuse to defend the United States itself. This country, 
Youth will gladly fight for, however it sees neither 
sense nor necessity in pulling chestnuts out of every 
open-hearth in the world. Logically, it is strange in- 
deed that young people would even consent to touch 
a gun after all the anti-war propaganda they have been 
bombarded with since the First World War. 

In spite of this pacifistic training, a great majority 
of youths are in favor of peace-time military training 
to prepare for future emergencies. In an informal poll 
conducted on this campus, everyone of those inter- 
viewed, selected at random from the Associated Stu- 
dents, endorsed conscription. A more comprehensive 
survey conducted at Pasadena Junior college indicated 
that 90 per cent of the men favored conscription. 


Generally speaking then, this generation of youths 
is no better or worse than the preceding one—perhaps 
only a little more bewildered with the upheavals and 
complexities of the world. Many of the critics who, 
upon viewing the antics of Youth, write with misgivings 
on the future of mankind are undoubtedly getting paid 
space-rates. If they see salable material in the be- 
havior of certain youth groups, can’t they find a simpler 
way of routing the mice out of the closet, than burn- 
ing down the house?—J.Y.

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@ 500th anniversary of movable type : 


JOURNALISM EMERGED IN 1440 


Five hundred years ago the ancient world first saw 
journalism emerge as a vital factor in the development of 
civilization. It was in the year 1440 that movable type was 
invented and made journalism a powerful influence on the 


minds of the people. 

Probably the earliest method of 
recording an important event 
among men was that of raising a 
heap of stones, called cairns. An- 
other method of placing an impor- 
tant event on record was that of 
carving symbolic characters on 
tablets of stone. 

Such tablets were frequently 
used by the ancient Egyptians. If 
type had never been invented 
think how cumbersome it would 
be for students to carry stone 
tablets to classes. With the inven- 
tion of papyrus paper and vellum, 
the skin of calves, cured in lime 
water, the art of writing reached 
a stage of high perfection. 

The ancient Romans had their 
literary work published in rolled 
parchments. The next great dis- 
covery in printing was that of 
forming each separate letter of the 
alphabet in lead, thus avoiding 
the tiresome ordeal of cutting new 
wooden blocks. It was at this time 
that movable type was invented 
and journalism assumed its im- 
portant place in the progress of 
the world.—Gus Luzania
